— Lt. Gen. Matthew B. Ridg­ 
way declared today that the 
Communist offensive has been 
halted on the central Korean

forces have regained the initi­ 
ative. 
The commander of the U. S. 
eighth army in Korea summoned 
war correspondents to a news con­ 
ference where he announced 
“We have defeated the commun­ 
ist counter-offensive in the cen­ 
tral sector. 
Reds Take Fearful Beating 
“The communists have taken a 
fearful beating and have disen­ 
gaged. 
“We have followed up with ag­ 
gressive patrols deep beyond the 
point of the initial Red assault." 
Picking 
up 
a 
crude-shafted 
gpear. the three-star field com­ 
mander dramatically used it to 
indicate the flight of badly mauled 
Chinese communist troops north 
of Kumyangjang. 
As he pointed with the crude 
ipear, Gen. Ridgway said to the 
assembled war correspondents: 
“Many of these ancient weapons 
were 
used 
against 
our 
modern 
forces in the Han river bend area. 
“ Imagine this, gentlemen, the 
Chinese attacking our mechanoed 
forces in this year of our Lord, 
1951. 
They must have been run ­ 
ning low on weapons. 
“For the first time in this war. 
I exercised the prerogative of an

Little Gary Alphonsus Racioppo, 
aged five years, son of Daniel and 
Edith Dolores Flynn Racioppo. of

the victim of a tragic accident, 
when a dead tree, which 
hung 
across a small ravine on the rear 
of his father’s property, fell on 
the child as he was climbing up the 
trunk oi the tree, Saturday after­ 
noon about 4 o’clock. 
The tree had been broken off 
five or six feet above the ground 
by a wind storm several years ago,

Confused British Situation 


TREATY'S ANNIVERSARY 


It was just a year ago that Communist China and Soviet 
Russia became formally allied. To mark the anniversary, 
Stalin and Mao Tse-tung have exchanged congratulatory tele­ 
grams. Mao’s said that the Chinese-Soviet treaty of friendship, 
alliance and mutual aid has been “not only a great help to the 
reconstruction of a new China, but also a powerful assurance 
in opposing aggression and maintaining peace and security in 
the Far East and the world.” 
Stalin’s wire is reported to have expressed the belief that 
the treaty will be beneficial to friendship between the two 
nations “and to world peace.” 
These messages hold grim ironey for the non-Communist 
world. The treaty, which Russian and Chinese leaders so 
proudly hail, has brought Asia not peace but a bitter war. It 
has given the Chinese confidence to embark on aggressive 
ventures on several fronts. And it is threatening to pluge the 
world into another global war. 
In the doubletalk of communism, this is the equivalent of 
bringing peace and prosperity to Asia and the world! 


BECOMING TAX CONSCIOUS 
Word comes from Washington that the taxpayers of 
various sorts are becoming tax conscious, and that they are 
conveying the feeling to members of congress in no uncertain 
terms. 
The average wage-earner who has a gross income of less 
than $5,000 a year has been willing to bear his share of the 
costs of government, but there is a limit to which he is willing 
to go. 
The proposed increases in tax rates to raise sixteen billion 
dollars in additional operating money would take approxi­ 
m ately one-fourth of the earnings of persons in the lower 
brackets. 
There is encouragement in the belief that members of 
Congress will undertake to eliminate from the budget any pro­ 
posed expenditures that are not justified by the needs of the 
nation. 


One of the most confused sit­ 
uations in British political history 
has arisen today in the wake of 
the latest vote of confidence in 
the house of commons which gave 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee a 
substantial majority in favor of 
his defense program. 
Newspapers 
backing the Con­ 
servative 
party, 
which 
tried 
to 
throw the Labor government out 
of office on the defense issue, are 
going to length* in an effort to 
put the situation in proper per­ 
spective. 
In 
presenting 
the 
motion 
of 
censure. Winston Churchill made 
two 
points 
which 
superficially 
might have made it appear that 
he opposes rearmament and Anglo- 
Ameriean cooperation. 
First was his attack upon the 
appropriations themselves. 
Second was his observation that 
by 
providing 
bases 
for 
United 
States Air Force planes capable 
of carrying atom bombs. Britain 
has made herself the target 
if 
not the bulls-eye of Soviet attack. 
Strong Defense Proponent 
Actually, 
of course, 
Churchill 
is 
the 
strongest 
proponent 
of 
British defense and rearmament 
as well as of continued friendship 
with the United States. 
His last-minute decision to try 
to unseat Attlee on the arms bill 
threw- even parliament into con­ 
fusion 
What Churchill was trying to 
prove was that the Labor govern­ 
ment had been dilatory and neg­ 
ligent in getting around to Brit­ 
ain’s defense needs 
In speaking of the network of 
bases in East Anglia, he did not 
mean that these were inadvisable 
but simply that the country should 
have rearmed long ago to ensure 
that 
these 
targets 
would 
have 
proper 
protection 
in 
event 
of 
emergency. 
The fact of the matter is that 
if Churchill had not been deter­ 
mined to force this “division"— 
as confidence votes are known— 
the vast majority of the house. 
Conservative, Liberal and Labor 
alike,—would 
have 
gone 
solidly 
for it. 
Olive Branch Approach? 
Opponents probably would have 
been 
only 
the 
Laborite 
back­ 
benchers. the left 
wing pacifist 
fringe 
who 
felt 
doubtless 
with 
all sincerity, that the proper ap­ 
proach to Russia is with an olive 
branch 
and 
not 
a 
500-mile-an- 
hour jet plane 
British 
politicians 
are 
notor­ 
iously bright in their give and 
take and the Laborites have a 
ready answer to Churchill’s charge 


that they hemmed and hawed and 
delayed and merely promised in­ 
stead 
of taking 
decisive 
action 
without loss of time. 
They simply point out that in 
the general «-lections of February 
last year. Churchill had no rearm­ 
ament plank in his platform. 
It would not have been a pop­ 
ular one at that time. The in­ 
vasion of Korea had not occurred 
and while the east-west cold war 
was a constantly threatening prop­

Indomitable Warrior 
The Conservative leader is. of 
course, an indomitable warrior. 
Passing weeks and months will 
show what weapons he has left 
If the government is forced to 
admit its inability to carry out the 
defense program without wrecking 
the national economy, the way will 
be open to new attack. 
If nationalization of steel hamp­ 
ers defense production, as Church­ 
ill charges that it will, another 
avenue will open up 
But initial indications are that 
the transfer of the steel industry 
to government management went 
smoothly. The chairman 
of 
the 
government corporation, so-called 
"millionaire 
socialist" 
S t e v e n 
Hardie. has promised all possible 
freedom and leeway for private 
firms except for price controls and 
appointment of directors. 
In the final analysis, Churchill 
may get his greatest "assist 
in 
his efforts for a comeback from 
the pacifist fringe of the socialist 
party—a strange political paradox. 
Britain is rearming but sentiment 
is still more or less lukewiarm. 
Like everyone else, the British 
would like nothing better than a 
real peace that need not be safe­ 
guarded by weapons.

Since it was set up in 1947 the board has had the re­ 
sponsibility of hearing appeals from federal employes who

period the standard used was whether the employe was, at the 
lim e, disloyal, not whether he had been disloyal at some time 
•in the past. Using that standard, the board cleared William 
{Remington, convicted last week of perjury for stating that he 
•had never been a Communist. 
The policy followed in the past sprang from a laudable 
desire not to injure innocent persons. But now the situation if 
different. Communists are going underground, and it is some­ 
tim es impossible to detect them on the basis of present dis­ 
loyalty. A clue does exist, however, if it can be shown that a 
person had disloyal tendencies in the past. 
If the Loyalty Review Board’s recommendation is ac­ 
cepted, it will mean that “reasonable doubts” about an em­ 
ploye’s loyalty will be resolved in favor of the government. It 
is a move toward tightening the defenses of the government— 
and the nation— against those who might use their positions of 
trust to betray us. 


SKYHOOKS INTO SAUCERS 
It was evident all along that those flying saucers weren’t 
just dreamed up out of thin air or thinner space. With all 
those eye-witness accounts, and photos of distant objects in 
the sky. there had to be something strange flying around 
overhead. It seemed likely that somebody was experimenting 
■—that it was only a matter of time until a reasonable explana 
tion appeared. 
So it is not surprising that Dr. Urner Liddel, chief of the 
physics branch of the Office of Naval Research, reveals that 
flying saucers are real. They don’t fly but merely float. And 
they aren’t saucers but big plastic balloons that carry instru­ 
ments into the upper atmosphere, for cosmic ray research, he 
relates. 
One reporter has characterized this statement at “bal- 
looney ’’ The Liddel revelations are not based merely on the 
fact that the Office of Naval Research has released a number 
of these so-called “skyhooks” up to 100 feet in diameter. Sci­ 
entists working on the project checked the flying saucer re 
ports against what they knew. Dr. Liddel concludes: “There 
is not a single reliable report of an observation which is not 
attributable to the cosmic balloons.” 
Balloons are not saucer-shaped, but Dr. Liddel says they 
look like saucers when seen from far below. Balloons trave 
only as fast as the wind, but Dr. Liddel points out that winds 
may bowl them along at up to 200 miles an hour— and that 
even seasoned airmen cannot estimate “the size and speed” 
of an object in the upper atmosphere. Balloon# have no en 
gines, but they may look as if they had to a far away observer 
with a strong imagination. 
This is very plausible. It’s downright convincing when Dr 
Liddel adds that reports of flying saucers have varied in 
number and with the number of balloons released. But, if they 
‘.weren’t imaginary, most persons are glad they didn’t turn out 
*4o be all they were blown up to be. 


Going 
In one of the children’s maga­

bigger and bigger, can wait on 
themselves and do things for them- 
selves and therefore are iiked bet­ 
ter and feel more important be­ 
cause they are growing less baby- 
sh. Any teacher or parent can em­ 
ploy the same psychological prin­ 
ciple with good effect, especially 
when she and the child feel relaxed 
and mutually companionable 
Some wise mothers play on this 
wish of the child to feel and seem 
more and more grown up with 
great success 
They patiently let 
the child help dress, wash, bathe 
md feed himself as soon as he is 
ible. even when it takes so much 
onger for him to do it. and his 
mother could do it so much more 
killfully 
So, also, the child, two. 
three nr four, is allowed to help 
wash and prepare vegetables and 
other foods for cooking, help to set 
he table, carry dishes and food to 
and from it, wash dishes, and the 
'ike. Gradually this child is allow 
ed to venture at baking and cook­ 
ing foods, even shopping later for 
and preparing an entire meal. 
Preschool Child 
Although 
the 
preschool 
child 
may eagerly do many such things 
because his doing so makes him 
feel grown-up. he may not con­ 
tinue with the same eagerness to 
do such things when he is nine. 
JO or 12. since such work hardly 
has the same symbolic meaning to 
him. Besides, this wmrk may inter­ 
fere with his play. Nevertheless, if 
the mother succeeds in the child’s 
early years at cultivating his co­ 
operation through appeal to his 
wish to grow up. she already has 
built up resources against the time 
when she may have to require him 
to help about the house. 
This appeal to the wish to grow 
up can continue to be effective in 
relation to manners, learning to 
take bumps and scratches coura­ 
geously and to share with other 
children 
and 
play 
happily 
with 
them. 
But we need to be cautious iest 
as we see the child acting in in­ 
fantile ways we don't shame him 
and call him a baby. We need to 
soft pedal on failure* and to cele­ 
brate successes*.

It is unfortunate for the cause of unity and the effectiveness of 
the defense effort that a crisis*” such as now confronts us should have 
come just 16 months ahead of the time when the two parties meet in 
convention to nominate their candidates for the presidency.

Nothing ¿hort of an all-out full-scale w«r could bring about that 
ideal condition. 
However, a much closer approach to it could be rofde 
by both parties. For example, some of the Republican attacks upon Mr. 
Truman and the Truman foreign policies have been clearly political 
in their nature, hardly based on facts at all. 
This is true of such 
men as Mr. Wherry, Mr. McCarthy and Mr Kem in the Senate ana ot 
various Republican members of the House. Doubtless, there would have 
been greater public resentment over these attacks were it not for 
the general attitude of the President and his Democratic Adminis­ 
tration. 
From these the country had a right to expect a demand for 
bipartisanship in the 
face 
of national peril and also an example 
that would have made Republican partisanship appear far more in­ 
defensible than it is 
But, has the President and his Administration 
set such an example? The answer is emphatically, no. On the contrary, 
their performance has been of a kind to force partisanship on the 
other side and diminish public confidence in the honesty of their own 
breast-beating pronouncements and appeals. 


There are several directions in which failure to measure up to 
even reasonably high standards has created bad feeling and pro­ 
moted political discord. 
Mr. Truman's actions ought to square with 
his words. This they have not done. Take the question of economy. At 
no time in our history has economy been so vital. 
With an unprece- 
dentedly heavy burden of taxation; with the Russian threat forcing 
the appropriation of many billions of dollars for defense; with a deficit 
of $25,000,000,000 staring us in the 
face; 
with the national debt 
approaching the $300,000,000,000 mark; with the 
Federal 
financial 
structure strained to the limit—with all these things too clear to dis­ 
pute— drastic reduction in non-detense expenditures is clearly es­ 
sential. 


From tim e to time Mr. Truman has expressed him self as favoring 
•conom y but he has utterly failed to provide the leadership without 
which real economy cannot be achieved. 
Actually, he now "dares” 
Congress to cut his budget, insists it cannot be done. And this in the 
face of estimates by economic experts that from 7 to 9 billions could 
be saved without impairing any iinportant governmental activity. 
His 
inability to grasp the danger involved in permitting Federal finances 
to get out of control is one of the most appalling aspects of the national 
scene.

SUGAR RAT ROBINSON now holds the middleweight crown— 
with or without the welter title he has held ior three years—hence 
the classy New York Negro will shoot for new worlds to conquer. 
The hext step, of course, is the light heavyweight division, and, 
although Sugar Ray still is 20 pounds under the accepted weight, it 
seems logical that some day he may make a bid for that title. 
In 
fact, a bout with Joey Maxim, the present 175-pound king, is on the 
fire. 
Following this thought medium, it could happen that some day 
Sugar Ray will be meeting the Bronx Bull, Jack LaMotta, for that 
light heavy title. Jake, it is believed, will do most of his campaigning 
in the future in the 175-pound division and appears to be one of the 
future candidates for a title shot in that division. 
The Bull, severely trounced by the greatest fighter in the ring to­ 
day, always has had trouble making the 160-pound limit. 
In fact, he 
started out as a light heavyweight and pared down to the lighter 
weight. 
Most observers, even before Sugar’s thrashing of LaMotta, believed 
that the Robinson boy could beat most middleweights, light heavies 
and heavies around, despite the great weight difference. 
Only a few men in the history of boxing have been able to win 
more than one championship in their careers. 
This despite the fact 
that weight just seems to come naturally with age. 
And only two men, in ring history, could win three division cham­ 
pionships. One was Bob Fitzsimmons, who won the middleweight title 
in 1891, the light heavy crown in 1893 and the heavyweight diadem in 
1897. 
Fitzsimmons, it is interesting to note, weighed 172 pounds as 
heavy king. 
The other man is Henry Armstrong, the human buzz-saw, who is 
the only man in ring history to hold three world titles at one time. In 
1937 and 1938 he was the featherweight, lightweight and welterweight 
king. 
Such a practice today, however, is a little more difficult for some 
boxing commissions force a man to give up his title if he is fighting 
for the crown in the next division. 
Several fighters have held two crowns, including the latest addi­ 
tion to the list—Robinson. 
Barney Ross was lightweight and welter champion and held a min­ 
or title, junior welterweight, at the same time. 
Others to win two titles were Mickey Walker, Tony Canzoneri, Lou 
Brouillard, Freddie Miller, Terry McGovern, Tommy Ryan and George 
Dixon. 
Now that he is middleweight champion, Sugar Ray joins other 
great names in boxing history who held that crown. Ray’s name will 
be etched in the record books alongside such famous names as Stanley 
Ketchel, George Chip, Mike O'Dowd, Harry Greb, Mickey .Walker and 
Tiger Flowers. 
Sugar Ray is good enough to turn back ail competition in the 180- 
pound division.
